To the United States of America, the world 
is much indebted for the glorious example be- 
fore them of resistance tO a government of 
despotism and tyranny, and the establishment 
of a constitution that ees to all men 


erty, the use of property, the pursuit of hap- 
piness, the freedom of speech and press. And 
yet, underneath the protecting and fostering 
care of this free government, a nucleus has 
been formed amidst the Rocky Mountains; 
formidable in its present appearance ; having 
for its ultimate design the subjection of this, 
then other nations ; the total enslavement of 
the whole human family, and their deprivation 
of all the rights and privileges God in his infi- 
nite wisdom desi that man should enjoy, 
or that the framers of this constitutiton ceded 
to their descendants, and the stranger who 
sought protection within their gates.
